PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


It gives me great pleasure, on behalf of the Board of Directors of Club 
"70, to announce that the Club has been granted a Provincial Charter. To the 
Board's knowledge, this is the first time a Club such as ours has been granted a 
Provincial Charter in Canada. 


Since we have now obtained the Charter, I know the Membership at large 
will understand the necessity for having a few regulations governing everyone's 
actions on the premises. Fortunately, or unfortunately, whichever is the case, 
having a Charter places certain responsibilities on both the Board and the Members. 
A list of regulations will beforwarded to each member in the near future; the list 
will contain excerpts taken from the minutes. Regulations made so far can be found 
in earlier copies of the Newsletter. We know that we have made mistakes during 
our first three weeks of operations and, of course, we have not always resolved 
our mistakes to everyone's satisfaction but I would hope that you will bear with 
us as the operation of the Club is smoothing out. 


In our last Newsletter, we asked for comments, suggestions and/or com- 
plaints governing the operation of the Club. So far we haven't actually received 
any but we are still soliciting the Membership for their opinions; we believe 80 
heads are better than 7! 
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1. Official Opening of Club '70: 


The official opening of Club '70 will be held this Friday evening, February

Please Note the Following: 


(a) The doors will be opened at 8:30 p.m.. 

(b) 80 door entrance tickets will be held in "reserve" for members until 10:30 p.m. 
The Board cannot guarantee seating for members after 10:30 p.m. An additional 
70 tickets will be made available for non-members. The Security Guard will be 
instructed to cut off admittance to Club premises at the 150 mark. This is 
about all we can handle comfortably and allows us to abide with fire regula- 
tions. 

(c) Liquor will be dispensed by the Club at the usual price of 3 tickets for 
$1.00 for bottled beer and 5 tickets for $2.00 for hard liquor. 

(d) Hours of operation will be from 8:30 p.m. to 3:00 a.m. The bar will be open 
from 8:30 p.m. to 10:30 p.m. and again after the floor show which should be 
about 11:15 p.m. Liquor dispensing from the bar will be discontinued at 
1:00 asm. All liquor, either in bottles or cups, must be cleared from the 
tables by 1:30 a.m. The house spot light will be blinked on and off at 
1:15 a.m. in order to warn you moO. AbINK- Ups 

(e) As mentioned above, there will be a floor show at 10:30 p.m. which is expected 
to last 45 minutes and the bar will be closed during this time. 


2. Hours of Operation: 


The Club will operate normally from 10:30 p.m. to 3:00 a.m. on Fridays and 
Saturdays. However, when liquor is dispensed by the Club, the premises will open 
at 8:30 p.em. to take advantage of the hours allowed on the liquor permit. On 
advise from our lawyer, the Board has amended the hours of operation to delete 
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the 1:00 a.m. non-admittance regulation on Sunday mornings. This means that the 
Club operates from 10:30 p.m. to 3:00 a.m. both Friday and Saturday nights. 


Memberships: 


The Club now has 80 members. We are continuing to receive a few applications 
each week,

Appointment of a Manager: 


The Board at its meeting on Saturday night, February 7th, appointed Pat 
Fortier as Manager of the Club. The duties of the Manager are general super- 
vision of the Club's activities and premises; see that all activities operate 
smoothly and without difficulty; to see that personnel: are on hand in the check 
room and concession stand; and, particularly to make arrangments for the cleaning 
up of the premises after each evening's activities. (Claire Jacobsen had the 
honour of cleaning the place by herself last Saturday - and it just about killed 
her.) 


It will also be the duty of the Manager to see that sufficient supplies are 
on hand for all operations of the Clubs; and for the enforcing of all rules and 
regulations laid down by the Board of Directors. 


Hiring of Personnel for Check Room: 


The Board has also approved the hiring of two people to run the checkroom on 
Friday and Saturday nights. Anyone interested in working either or both nights 
is asked to contact Pat at: #8C, 9820 - 104 Street, or telephone him at 429-7960. 
The concession stand will continue to operate with volunteer help. 


Volunteer Assistance: 


Anyone wishing to contribute his or her services in the concession stand 
or on the clean up crew is also invited to contact Pat. For cleaning up it 
normally takes two people about two hours. 


Match Booklets: 


The Board has authorized the purchase of 2500 match booklets for dispensing 
either by the booklet or carton. The outside jacket of booklet will have the 
Club '70 name on the front and the Club emblem on the back. 


Club Expenses: 

The Club is continuing to operate in the black. All bills have been paid 
except for the $400 advance received in the initial stages of organizing. 
Spo. Light: 

The spot light in the corner of the Club is used for notifying members of 
the 3:00 a.m. closing time and as a warning light for liquor dispensing. 


Check Coats at Door: 


All members are requested to check their hats and coats at the door. One 
would hope that Members bringing excess luggage will also remember 
to take it with them when they leave! 
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
